Gould warns against 
stressing research

Three hundred and nfhety-two degrees and diplomas were 

conferred at the annual Founder's Day Convocation yesterday, 
accompanied by a warning to all those present that an over- 
emphasis on research could be detrimental to a university com< 

munity. 



"Research," said Sir Ronald 
Gould in his Convocation ad- 
dress, "must push back the boun- 
daries of Knowledge. It is an es- 
sential part of education — but 
it must reveal something new, 
not rehash the old." 

Sir Ronald, the convocating 
graduates, and the otlier distin- 
guished members of the platform 
party were initially welcomed to 
the ceremonies, held in Sir Ar- 
thur Currie Gymnasium, by Dr. 
H. Rockc Robertson, Principal 
and Vice-Chancellor. 

In his remarks. Dr. Robertson 
compared the contributions tliat 
James McGill and the citizens of 
Montreal had made to the Uni- 
versity to what McGill had done 
for the community in return. 

McGill and Quebec 

McGill, he felt, had become 
an integral part of the Province 
of Quebec, deeply imbedded in 
it and vitally concerned with the 
welfare of all its people. He too' 
had. a warning, saying that we 
must not "remain; aloof from the 
current of activity or unappre- 
ciatlve of the tremendous strides 
taken by our confrères." 

"In short," he claimed, "we 
are of Quebec — and arc proud 
to be so." 

Dr. Robertson reminded the 
graduates that at the Fall Con- 
vocation the University honoured 
certain persons who had distin- 
guished themselves in their ser- 
vice to society. Honourary de- 
grees were then conferred on 
five individuals. 

Philip Fisher, in receiving tlic 
degree of Doctor of Laws, liono- 
ris causa, was described as "the

elder statesman of social welfare 
in Carl'da." He was a quiet ar- 
chitect of 'the good society' who 
achieved excellence "in the high 
art of citizenship". 

The honourary degree of LL.D. 
was conferred on Kenneth Cox 
"for his distinguished service to 
education, to agriculture, to his 
College (Nova Scotia Agricultur- 
al College) and to McGill Uni- 
versity". 

Vice-Principal II. Noel Field- 
house, as he introduced Mrs. 
McMurray before she received an 
honourary Master of Arts degree, 
said nostalgically of her that "she 
worked for McGill and thought 
of McGill with a fierce pride in 
its achievement and an equally 
fierce eye to whatever might 
threaten if." 

"Physicians will long remem- 
ber him as a valuable ally and 
confidant," said Dean Woods of 
Francis Alurphy, who received 
the Honourary Degree of Master 
of Science. 

Sir Ronald Gould, a man whose 
"voice has repeatedly soiiiidcd a 
note of challenge and adventure 
which has roused . the' members 
of the teaching profession"' was 
awarded an LL.D., honoris causa. 

It was this note of 'adventure 
which pervaded Sir Ronald's 
challenge to present-day universi- 
ties to adhere to their original 
purposes: to extend knowledge; 
to conserve knowledge; and to 
transmit knowledge. 

Extending knowledge, he ex- 
plained, means researcli. Too 
often, he felt, professors and 
teachers cmpiiasized research at 
the expense of the rest of educa- 
tion. This could produce only 
adverse results. 

Conservation of knowledge was 
what Sir Ronald termed "the Key 
to Man". Man learns from the 
past; this is what distinguishes 
him from animals. However, his 
decisions must be basc'd on facts, 
the facts conserved as' a fund of 
knowledge by the universities. 

- Sir Ronald finally discussed 
the transmission of knowledge 

— "the all important", 

"The power to communicate 
ideas", he claimed, "is the power 
to inspire. I only wish all teach- 
ers everj-whcre could exalt this 
bushicss of transmitting know- 
ledge." 

. "In this ;way, the University 
will become the center of Itgh^ 
liberty, and learning, as envision- 
ed by Disraeli."

PAROLE BOARD MEMBER 
SUGGESTS PENAL REFORM

"The public must understand 
that men and women who emerge 
from prison must be given a 
second chance". To support this 
proposition, J.A. Edmbon, Q.C., 
a member of the National Parole 
Board, ' cited cases yesterday o£ 
those wlio made fiood their re- 
entry to society. 

Of the 11.614 men and women 
paroled since . 1959. only ten per- 
cent have been sent back, and 
only half of these were convicted. 

"Parole is simolv a process by . 
which a sentence imposed the 
court is completed, not inside 
an institution, but- in a com* 
munlly, under supervision^ Fa-

or leniency. It is a part of a 
correctional and reformative pro- 
cess." 

An official system of proba- 
tion, although started in England 
in 1907, and. in Ontario in 1D33, 
is not yét-aTpàrt of the Quebec 
penal programme. Edmison noted 
that Claude Waener. the Solici- 
tor-General of Quebec had pledg- 
ed to institute such a program 

. as quickly as possible. This 
woiild replace the present system 
of probation through the "caire 
agencies", and would allow. for

The concept of University has many 
facets: there is of course the teaching of 
students; less obvious to the undergraduate 
is the original research undertaken to push 
back the frontiers of knowledge; least 
obvious Is its role as a relatively detached 
observer of its society, apraising, criticizing, 
and influencing the values of that society. 
Since the University does ideally comprise 
the most enlightened members of the com- 
munity, it is particularly disappointing when 
it fails to provide the expected leadership 
in the social, cultural, intellectual or other 
field. It is for that reason that, at the student 
level, one experiences such bitter disappoint- 
ment v/hen confronted with racial or re- 
ligious prejudice; for it becomes Immediately 
obvious that the university has failed to 
Inculcate its sense of values into its students. 

In a very visible and dramatic way, 
McGill has failed to provide' just that sort 



of leadership: aesthetically. The latest mas- 
sive building program provided a remark- 
able opportunity for the architectural en- 
richment not only of the campus but also 
of the city. With the rare, exception, this 
opportunity was Ignored. 

Architecturally, the campus centers on 
the Arts Building, the Redpafh Museum 
and the old Library, with the Engineering, 
Physics, and Chemistry buildings ranged 
down one side. This collection of buildings, 
grey with tradition, forms a moderately. 
■ consistent, even if not a particularly attrac- 
tive, whole. The newer Engineering Building 
and, ironically, the quarters of the School 
of Architecture, ore mercifully hidden from 
the campus, but they look blankly upon 
University Street, an unbroken wall of dirty 
limestone. Only the extension to the Redpath 
Library could actually be described as con- 
forming to the official policy of "visually 
marrying the new buildings with the old 
ones and with one' another". 



Such was the situation when the latest* 
building program began. This latter has 
given the campus several relatively attrac-* 
tive buildings, notably the new Students' 
Union. The Humanities Building also, and 
more especially its Interior, could be des- 
cribed as imaginative and architecturally 
successful, it is probably too early yet to 
judge the Medical Sciences Centre, though 
one might hove hoped that more of an 
effort had been made not to block out the 
mountain. 

However this newest program has also 
bequeathed to future generations of McGill 
students, not to mention millions of Mont- 
realers, what must be universally regarded 
as an aesthetic monster. The reference of 
course Is to the Maass Chemistry Building, 
known Irreverently as Fort Maass, which 
continues the unbroken and characterless 
stone face McGill presents to University 
Street, around the corner and along vener- 
able Sherbrooke, once Montreal's most state- 
ly and attractive street. It Is too late to 
change all this of course; we can only hope 
for a merciful covering of ivy or, perhaps, 
a mural. » 

But it is not too late to ask that the new 
extension to the Redpath Library, now in 
the planning stage, not be a similarly dull 
but functional (oh so functional) box. Surely 
McGill should recognize some kind of re- 
sponsibility for the role it can play In en- 
hancing, or alternately in desecrating, the 
beauty of this city. And, after all, if we 
continue to erect this high wall around the 
campus, surely we lay ourselves open to 
the inevitable jibe that this is but a physical 
mark of an intellectual attitude. 



SISA - A REPORT 



Of all the student confer- 
ence and seminars held in 
Canada during the year, per- 
haps none it as intellectually 
rewarding as the CUS Semi- 
nar on International Student 
Affairs (SISA). 

Held every spring under the 
auspices of the Canadian 
Union of Students, thi semi- 
nar is so conceived that it 
avoids most of the difficulties 
upon which such conferences 
usually founder. 

Firstly, its size is restricted 
to around twenty-five or thir- 
ty participants. No university 
is permitted to have more 
than one delegate, and he is 
carefully screened on. his cam- 
pus. He must be intelligent, 
interested in international af- 
fairs, and concerned 'with so- 
cial problems at the student 
level. 

Secondly, the subject mat- 
ter is of immediate concern to 
students. Instead of dealing 
with slijghtly remote problems' 
of national and. international 
politics, the participants con- 
cern themselves with prob- 
lems of international student 
cooperation. The seminar is a 
training ground for personnel 
to be used In CUS's Interna- 
tional affairs program, so 
each participant knows that 
at some future date he may 
be asked to act In accordance 
with the principles he helps to 
discover and formulate. 

The resource personnel at 
the S.I.S.A. held last May at 
Loyola College, which I at- 
tended on behalf of McGill, 
was absolutely the;best-to bo 
had . in the c o u n t r y.- Such 
names of international stat- 



ure in student affairs as Frank 
Griffiths, Walter Tarnapolsky, 
Paul Becker, Stewart Good- 
ings, Doug Word, and Peter 
Green spoke about and dis- 
cussed the problems of most 
immediate concern. How far 
left can we afford to go In 
lending support to progres- 
sive student movements in 
other nations ? Can we "^ex- 
ploit the Sino-Soviet split with- 
in the International Union of 
Students to achieve some sort 
of broader student unity in 
the world ? • 

The problems of our new 
"activist" orientation in inter- 
national affairs soon became 
apparent. Can we properly 
undertake such programs on. 
behalf of Cqnocllan students 
who don't even know we 
exist? The. conclusion. arrived 
at, and it Is only a partial an- 
swer. Is that we must act, and 
attempt to get the support of 
students through publicity 
and persuasion. 

This attitude was embodied 
concretely in the foreign af- 
fairs resolutions at the recent 
. National Congress. A pro- 
gram to raise Canada's for- 
eign aid contribution, another 
to boycott South African 
goods, an attempt to reorgan- 
ize CUS's foreign aid program 
so as to concentrate it in on 
area of greatest effectiveness 
— Latin America, for this yeor 
at least — these are -largely 
the fruits of S.I.S.A. . 

The CUS Committee here at 
McGiil hopes to achieve some' 
exchange of student opinion 
on these • questions - on our 
campus. International Affairs 
Vice-Chalrmdn Steve Dewar 



is planning a program of de- 
bates, discussion groups, and 
possibly even a McGill Semi- 
nar on' International Student 
.Affairs, from which the del- 
egate to next year's S.I.S.A. 
will be chosen. 

In any case, McGill students 
will hopefully keep these 
questions in mind. In parti- 
cular, if one is interested in 
attending this seminar next 
May, he should begin educat- 
ing himself right now, as it Is 
a vast and complicated field. 
The best way to do this would 
be to come down to the CUS 
office In the basement of the 
Union, or phone Sieve Dewar 
at 935-4723, and ask to see 
some of the information we 
have on international student 
affairs. 

If you are interested in this 
field, the Seminar on Interna- 
tional Student Affairs would- 
no doubt prove a stimulating 
and rewarding experience.
